Memoirs of Eminenr Lavinc Persons. 

YACINTH DE MAGELLAN, one of the difciples of 

Dr Prieftly, and who has invented an Eudiometer for 
meafuring the degree of falubrity of atmofpheric air, as well as 
an aftronomical clock, and a quadrant, was born at Oporto, a- 
bout 58 years ago. In the tyranmical adminiftration of the 
Marquis de Pombal, he was connected With an ingenious man 
of that city who was thrown’ into 
walked the ftreet, was told of bis friend’s Fate, and knowing 
that it was an uniyerfal rule with the minifter to imprifun every 
man who had ever been in currefpondence with, any perfun he 
feized, and the unhappy innocent having letters of his in his 
poffeflion, immediately went home, put up what money and va- 
luables he had by him, and, without the delay of an initant, fer 
off for Spain. So fudden a departure having at once invelved 
him in poverty, he was forced te travel on foot; he efcaped, 


and entering Spain, walked to Madrid ;_ his {tory there, and an. . 


accident of meeting with a perfon who had known himJrefpeftably 
fituated at Oporto, and alfo knew, which is certainly faéty that 
he was lineally defcended from Ferdinand Magellan, whofe 
name as a Circumnavigator will go down to the lateft pofteti- 
ty —procured him friends there, where he refided long enough 
to learn the Spanifh language. There was however an inquifi- 
tive {pirit in: Magellan’s genius that did not {uit the ignorance 
of the Spaniards, nor the mediocrity of his firaation amongtt 
them ; fo that after about a yeat and a half refidence, he left 
Spain! Still very poor, he walked to. Marfeilles in France, 
where he ftayed long enough upon his recommendations, and 
his unremitting induftry in teaching Latia and Portuguefe, to 
write to Paris, but the anfwer not being to his mind, he chan- 
ged the inteation he had formed of going to that capital, and 
turned afide for Italy. He was at Turina fhort ume, but 
finding no employment, he paffed fucceflively through Lombar- 
dy to Rome, where his letters procured him fome attention ; 
and the Portuguefe Minifter being remarkably humane in giving 
no difturbance, nar {preading ill reports of any of the refugees 
from his count:y, knowing proleably the diabolical tyranny of 
the man who had driven them from home, he lived two years 
at Rome, making excurfions both to Florence and Naples. At 
Rome, oar very ingenious adventurer taught natural philofo- 
phy, and mechanics, as well as the Latin and Portuguefe lan- 
guages, and he not only added a deep knowledge of the Italian 
to his ftock, which language h¢ has ever fince fpoken, better 
than any other, but he was indefatigable in fludying thofe arts 
and {ciences, by which he hoped to pret himfelf in future. 
He had always an inclination to natural philofophy ; he had the 
elements of altronomy, and beea at Oporto efteemed much the 
belt fcientific mechanic in the place.
